MILITARY PROCUREMENT—AIR FORCE 


Committee on Armed Services: Committee met in exec- 
utive session to receive testimony from Air Force officials 
in behalf of proposed authorizations for procurement of 
aircraft and missiles. Witnesses heard were Lt. Gen. 
M. E. Bradley, Jr., Deputy Chief of Staff, Materiel; Maj. 
Gen. P. M. Spicer, Director of Programs; Maj. Gen. 
J. K. Hester, Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations; and 
Maj. Gen. R. J. Friedman, Comptroller. 

Committee will meet again on Monday, April 17, to 
receive testimony from Army witnesses. 


HOUSING 


Committee on Banking and Currency: The Subcommit- 
tee on Housing continued its hearings on pending hous- 
ing legislation, receiving testimony from Senator Javits; 
Calvert N. Ellis, who represented the American Council 
on Education, the American Association of Junior Col- 
leges, the American Association of Land Grant Colleges 
& State Universities, the Association for Higher Educa- 
tion of the NEA, the Association of American Colleges, 
and the State Universities Association; Julian H. Levi, 
who represented the American Council on Education; 
John H. Arrington, Office of Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense (Properties and Installations); Curtis E. Huber, 
National Association of Real Estate Boards; Arthur J. 
Packard, American Hotel Association; and R. Manning 
Brown, Jr., who represented the American Life Con- 
vention and Life Insurance Association of America, and 
who was accompanied by his associates. 
Hearings continue tomorrow. 


TAXATION 


Committee on Finance: Committee, in executive session, 
ordered favorably reported with an amendment H.R. 
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5189, to exempt from tax income derived by a foreign 
central bank of issue from obligations of the US. 
(amendment would add text of S. 1391, relating to the 
election of certain business corporations not to be taxed 
as corporations in a community property State). 

The committee also considered, but did not conclude 
action on, H.R. 4884, authorizing Federal financial par- 
ticipation in aid to dependent children of unemployed 
parents. Committee will meet again tomorrow for the 
further consideration of this bill. 


C. & O. CANAL NATIONAL PARK 


Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs: Subcommit- 
tee on Public Lands held and concluded hearings on S. 
77, to establish the C. & O. Canal National Historical 
Park, Md., with testimony from Senator Beall; Repre- 
sentative Mathias; Conrad Wirth, Director, National 
Park Service, Department of the Interior; Donald Bir- 
rell, Corps of Army Engineers; Spencer M. Smith, Citi- 
zens Committee on Natural Resources; J. F. Carithers, 
National Wildlands News; Michael Nadel, Wilderness 
Society; and Charles A. Robinson, Jr., National Rural 
Electric Cooperative Association.

Committee on the Judiciary: Subcommittee (under the 
chairmanship of Senator Blakley) approved for full 
committee consideration the nomination of Reynaldo 
Garza, to be US. district judge for the southern district 
of Texas, prior to which action, in open hearings, testi- 
mony favoring his confirmation was received from Sen- 
ators Yarborough and Blakley, and Representatives 
Kilgore and Young. The nominee was present to 
testify and answer questions in his own behalf. 


MIGRATORY LABOR 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: The Subcom- 
mittee on Migratory Labor held hearings on S. 1123, 
relating to the exemption of agricultural employees 
from the child labor provisions of the Fair Labor Stand- 
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ards Act; S. 1126, providing for the registration of con 
tractors of migrant agricultural workers; and S. ,,,, 
to establish a National Citizens Council on Migratory 
Labor.
